The text of the Russian statement 
follows: 

“Roumanian front; In the region of 
the Upper Dobra river ani north of 
the Doftena river fighting continues 
with variable success, West 1° ihe 
Ocna-Grozesni line during the whoie 
of yesterday battles of tgrewt inten- 
ality took place. The Austro-Germans 
launched stubborn attacks, chiefly in 
the direction of Ocna. Towurds even- 
ing the Roumanians were forced to 
retire to Ocna along the Moshoreli 
road and to the west of Grozesni, 

“In the direction of Fokshani the 
Atistro-Germans launched stubborn 
attacks along the Fokshani-Mara rail- 
road line. Our troops and the Rou- 
manian troops, in spite of the consid- 
erable superiority of enemy forse, 
stubbornly defended their position 
and made counter attacks, during 
which about 1,200 German prisoners 
were captured. Towards evening, tin- 
der strong pressure of enemy forces, 
our troops and the Roumanians  re- 
tired to the villages of Marascheti 
and Furtzeni, 

“In the region of the :scuth of the 
River Buzou our troops, having ns- 
sumed the offensive, captured as the 
result of their rapid onslaugn: part of 
the enemy positions, four cannon and 
eight machine guns.” 

British Make Progress, 

LONDON, Aug. 12.—Last night the 
weather on the battle front in Flanders 
Was wet and stormy, Fighting be- 
tween the British and Germans took 
place east of Givenchy-Les-La Bassee, 
seven miles north of Lens, where the 
British occupied the near lip of a mine 
crater and drove off German counter 
assaults. The British official etate- 
ment announcing this operation fol- 
lows: 

“The weather was wet and stormy. 
During the night fighting occurred for 
possession of q mine crater east of 
Givenchy-Les-La Basses. We estab- 
lished ourselves on the near lip of 
the crater and drove off counter al- 
lacks. 

“The hostile artillery showed great 
activity last night east and north of 
Ypres (Belgium).” 

LONDON, Aug, 12.—Six German as- 
faults were made on the British posi- 
tions to the east of Ypres during the 
night of the 11th, the British official 
statement says today. They all broke 
down after fierce fighing. 

Field Marshal Haig reported that 
the British maintained their positions 
to the east of Ypres and gained 
ground near the Ypres-Menin road,

PARIS, Aug. 12.—Two French avi- 
ators yeaterday dropped bombs on 
Frankfort-on-Main, one of the most 
importans cities of the German em- 
pire, having a population of more than 
300,000. A French official statement 
announcing the raid says it was in re- 
taliation for the German aerial bom- 
bardment of Nancy and_ the region 
north of Paris, 

Both French machines returned un- 
damaged, The text of the announce- 
ment reads: 

“In reprisal for the German bom- 
bardments of Nancy and the region 
north of Paris, two of our machines, 
piloted by Lieut. Mezergues and Sub- 
Lieutenant Beaumont, yesterday 
dropped bombs on Frankfort-on-Main, 
Both machines returned undamaged. 

“It is confirmed that a German ayi- 
jator was brought down August 9 on 
the Belgian front.

INSURANCE MEN 
TO BE LICENSED 
BY NEW LAW 


Severe Penalties For Carrying 
On Business Without Per- 
mission. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, Aug, 12,—In the house 
on Saturday afternoon Hon, C, J. Do- 
herty moved the second reading of a 
bill to amend the criminal code res- 
pecting insurance, The bill provides 
that it shall be an tndictable offense 
punishable by fine or imprisonment 
for anyone to solicit or carry on a 
bue'ness of insurance unless duly lic- 
ensed by the minister of finance. 
Penalties ranging from $20 to $50 for 
the first offense and from $50 to $100 
for the second offense together with 
imprisunment of from one to three 
months in defaul* of payment for the 
first offense and imprisonment of 
from three to six months for the sec- 
ond are provided. 

Criminal Offense 

Frank Carvel thought it should be 

made a criminal offense for a banker 
;to act as an insurance agent. He 
knew of one banker in New Brunswick 
who carried on a heavy insurance 
business, and who would not lend the 
bank’s money to anyone unless they 
; placed their insurance with his com- 
panies. The thing had got to be a 
public scadal. Banks should pay 
enough so that their men would not 
need to go into the insurance. busi- 
ness. 

Frank Glass, of Middlesex, declared 
that the practice was very common 
everywhere and lead to abuse and in- 
justice. 

O, Turgeon, of Gloucester, declared 
that while the Bank Act was being 
amended, the minister of finance had 
promised that he would use his in- 
fluencé with the banks to increase the 
salary of their agents so that they 
would not have to take up insurance. 
He had not noticed any improvement, 
however, 

Minister's Surprise 

Hon, C. J. Doherty expressed sur- 
prise at the story Mr. Carvell had 
told. Legislation along the lines sug- 
gested would affect not only the busi- 
ness of insurance but of the banks. 
He would hesitate to introduce such 


legislation without further careful 
consideration, 
Mr. Doherty introduced a further 


amendment, making it an indictable 
offense punishable by fine or impris- 
onment for any insurance company or 
agent to make rebates in favor of any 
individual in the amount of the pre- 
mium ‘charged, or who entered into 
any agreement which would operate as 
a condition in respect of the amount 
paid except as expressed in the policy, 
Mr. Doherty explained that such a 
provision was in the Insurance Act 
and had been there since 1910. His 
amendment provided for a penalty 
double the amount of the annual pre- 
mium charged in respect of which the 
offense was committed, and not less 
than $100 for the first offense, with a 
minimum of not less than $200 for 
the second. This applied to those who 
accepted rebates, etc. To the agent 
who consented to a violation of this 
act, a penalty of $500 was provided. 

Frank Glass, of Middlesex, declared 
| that if the agent on a salary gave a 
rebate, the money certainly came out 
of the fund and the earning qualities 
of the policies would certainly be im- 
paired, 

Prohibition Bill 

The bill passed through committee 
and was given third reading, 

The house then went into commit- 
tee on Mr. Doherty's bill to amend the 
act in aid of provincial prohibition leg- 
islation, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier in remarking 
upon the allowance of the importation 
of liquor for other than purposes of 
beverage, said that drug stores gener- 
ully were the places where prohibitory 
legislation was offended, He thought 
that the license given for the impor- 
tation of liquor for non-beverage pur- 
poses opened the doors to abuses, 

Mr, Doherty, in answer, said to Mr, 
Marcil that the man who instituted 
prosecutions under the act would have 
to show that the importation was in 
violation of the prohibitory law of the 
province, and that the liquor was for 
beverage purposes, Prosecutions 
would disclose whether liquor was to 
be sold for a beverage or not, 

Ia, Armstrong, East Lambton, 
congratulated the minister of justice 
on the forward step he had taken 
regarding prohibition, He, himself, 
would welcome the day when national 
prohibition would be in force in this 
country, He claimed that the prov- 
inces had not power to stop the im- 
portation of liquor at present. The

HUGHES OPPOSED 
TO CONFERENCE 
OF PEACE CRANKS 


Premier Of Australia’s Descrip-. 
tion Of The Gathering At 
Stockholm. 


LONDON, Aug. 12.—(Via Reuter's | 
News Agency)—Premier Hughes of 
Australia has telegraphed the colonial 
office expressing the strong opinion 
that British representation at the 
Stockholm conference would be moat | 
undesirable and calculated to hamper 
the allies in the prosecution of the 
war and in deciding the terms of 
peace. He declares it is impossible 
to reconcile representation at the con- 
ference with the war aims of Britain 
as stated by Mr, Lioyd-George. Pre- 
mier Hughes concludes his message 
with the words 

“IT regard w conference at which 
peace cranks of all countries, includ- 
ing Great Britain, and Germany's se- 
cret agents masquerading as pacificts 
and friends of labor, will be gathered, 
as a cunning trap to catch loyal Brit- 
ish labor representatives and through 
them organized labor now supporting 
the war.”

at Rochford, but four bombs drosiped on Margate, in Kent, did little 


damage. 


The statement follows: 

“Enemy raiders caused considerabie 
damage at Southend, where (Mey 
dropped about forty bombs.

HENDERSON'S ACTION UNFAIR 
TO CABINET AND DELEGATES

Letter In Acceptance Of Resignation—Accused Of Sup- 


pressing Message From Kerensky—Important Trades Societies 
Arrayed Against Decision Of Convention—May Be 
Reversed By Referendum.

LONDON, Aug. 12.—The course of 
Arthur Henderson in advising the 
conference of the Labor party to send 
a representative to the Stockholm 
conference has been followed quickly 
by the tender of his resignation 1s 
a member of the war cabinet, which 
constitutes the inner council of the 
government and the prompt accepi- 
ance of the resignation by the premt- 


r. 

Premier Lloyd George writes Mr. 
Henderson a scathing letter of ac- 
ceptance, in which he practically ac- 


cuses Mr, Henderson of bad faith.and., 


duplicity In his dealings both — with 
his cabinet colleagues and with the 
Laborites, and promptly gave the let- 
ter to the newspapers. The premier 
thereby created a situation which puts 
Mr. Henderson on the defensive and 
which may cause the Laborites to re- 
tract their decision to send delega’ :s 
to confer with Germans, Russians and 
neutrals at the Swedish capital, 


Will Explain to House 


Mr. Henderson stated in a note to 
the press that his position will be ex- 


plained to the house of commonr. 
The letter of the premier makes it 
plain that the cwbinet opposed to 


the Stockholm meeting and also that 
the present Russian provisional gov- 
ernment is Jukewarm if not opposed 
altogether. The gist of Premier Lloyd 
George's letter is that Mr. Henderson 
gove the cabinet the impression that 
he agreed with them. They expected 
him to advise the Labor party against 
the conference and were greatly sur- 
prised by his change of "front, They 
also expected him to read Premier 
Kerensky’s message regarding Stock- 
holm, but he suppressed it and by so 
doing misled the Laborites into; tak- 


ing a course which they thought the 
Russians desired, ‘ 

Important labor societies are al- 
ready arrayed against the verdict of 
the party yesterday, and it+-may be 


reversed by o referendum or by gen- 
eral consent, or it is possible that the 


government may act with France in 
refusing passports to Stockholm. 
Hendersons’ Reputation 

Mr. Henderson's reputation has 

been that of a most straightforward 

man, one of the last of whom the 


public would expect shifty diplomacy 
or double dealing, and an konest mis- 
understanding on his part may be 
the real explanation, 

Mr. Henderson recently returned 
from Russia with the conviction that 
the Russians were strong for the 
Stockholm conference and that the 
British should meet their wishes, He 
has taken no part in war cabinet de- 
liberations since his return, being ab- 
sorbed in the Labor party's business, 
but he has been generally regarded as 
a sort of governmental ambassador to 
labor and as the government spokes- 
man on labor matters. 

His Letter 

Premier Lloyd George has made 
public Mr, Henderson's letter of resig- 
nation and his acceptance, both dated 
yesterday. Mr. Henderson's letter 
letter follows; 

“Dear Prime Minister: In our inter- 
view last night (Friday) T gather you 
had reached the conclusion that my 
retention of the secretaryship to the 
Labor party was no longer compati- 
ble with my membership in the war 
cabinet. Recent experiences have im- 
pressed me with the embarrassing 
complications arising from this dual- 
ity of office. In these circumstances, 
teerefore, I deem it advisable to ask 
me from further membership in your 
government, I continue to snare your 
desire that the war should be carried 
to a succesafui conclusion, and I trust 
that in a non-governmental capacity I 
may be able to render some little as- 
sistance to this end. PB remain yours 
sincerely, 

“ARTHUR HENDERSON,” 
Premier's Reply. 

Premier Lloyd George replied: 

“My dear Henderson: 

“Tam in receipt of yorer letter of 
this morning tenderipg your resigna- 
tion of your position as a member of 
the war cabinet and have received the 
permission of Hie Majesty to accept 
it. My colleagues and I have receiy- 
ed with satisfaction your assurance 
of your unabated desire to assist in 


the presecution of the war to a suc-/ 


cessful conclusion, and they greatly 
regret that you can no longer be di- 
rectly and officially associated with 


them in that enterprise, 
“There are, however, certain facts 
with which it is essential that the 


public should be acquainted with in 
order that they may form a correct 
appreciation of the events that have 
led co this regrettable conclu@n. The 
first is (hat your colleagues were tia- 
ken completely by supprise by the at- 
titude which you adopted at the labor 


|conference yesterday (Friday) after- 
noon, You know that they were in 


the present circumstances unanimous- 
ly opposed to the Stockholm confer- 
ence and you had yourself been pre- 
pared to agree to an announcement 
to that effect. Some days ago and at 
your suggestion, however, and that of 
your Labor colleagues, it was decided 
to defer any such announcement un- 
til after the meeting yesterday (Fri- 
day). It was under the impreasion 
after several talks with you, that you 
meant to use your influence against 
tat te enemy wi rhage ted oy 
Stockholm. What has pened In 
Teusefa during the last tee mocks has 
affected materially our position in res 
ference to that conference, You ad- 
mitted to me that the situation had 
changed completely, even within the 
last fortnight, and that whatever 
ground you might have thought there 
was for delegates from allied coun- 
tries in attending such a conference 
a fortnight ago, events of the last few 
days had shown you the unwisdom of 
such a course, 
“No Small Surprise.” 

“That was clearly what you led me 
to belleve, It was also the impression 
left on the minds of your colleagues 
in the cabinet and of your Labor col- 
leagues in the ministry. It was, there- 
| fore, with no small surprise that I re- 
ceived a Jetter from you yesterday 
(Friday) afternoon stating that you 
‘Ought to Inform me after most care- 
ful consideration that you had come 
to the conclusion that you take no 
other course than to stand by the ad- 
vice you had given the day after your 
return from Russia’ and that your col. 
leagues subsequently read the speech 
which you ought to have informed 
the cabinet of before you entered the 
conference, 

“When you spoke at that conference 
you were not merely a member of 
the Labor party but a member of the 
cabinet, responsibie for the conduct of 
the war, Nevertheless, you did not 
deem it necessary to inform the con- 
ference of the views of your col- 
leagues, and the delegation according- 
ly were justified in assuming that the 
advice you gave was not inconsist- 
ent with their opinions, 

Russian Government's View 

“The second part is this: Yesterday 
(Friday) morning we received a inost 
important communication from the 
Russian government, in which we 
were informed that ‘although the 
Russian government did not deem it 
possible to prevent Russian delegates 
from taking part in) the Stockho!nm 
conference, they regarded it as a party 
concern and its decision as in no wise 
binding on the liberty of action of the 
government,’ and further, the cover- 
ing letter which accompanied this 
communication contained these words: 
‘Il hasten to lay before you the above 
information, as I fear the impression 
has hitherto prevailed that in the 
| words of one of the London newspa- 
pers Russia ardently desired the 
Stockholm conference and this argu 
ment has been put forward in order 
to influence British public opinion in 
; favor of the Labor and Socialist par- 
ties of Great Britain participating in 
the conference.’ 


“Immediately on the receipt of this 
intimation I sent it over to you with 
the request that you qominunicate It 
| to the conference. You omitted to do 
so, It ls true that in the course of 
yuur speech you made a very casual 
reference ‘to some modification’ in 
the attitude of the Russian govern- 
ment, but there is a manifest differ- 
ence between the effect which would 
necessarily be produced upon any au. 
dience by an indifferent summary of 
that description and by the communle- 
cation to them of official information 
showing that (he attitude of the Rus- 
sian government towards the Stock- 
holm conference was very indifferent 
from what had been supposed, 

“In these circumstances your ac- 
tion does not appear to be fair elther 
to the government of delegates of 
whom you were addressing, They 
were left in ignorance of a vital fact 
which necessarily would have affected 
their judgment. I am sending a copy 
of this correspendence to the press,

28 MILLS -— TOTAL ASSESSMENT 


‘WILL BE ABOUT $100,000,000 


No Calculation Has Been Made For Any Special Taxes—Proposed 


Extra Le 


Of $500,000 As A Reserve 


'o Cover Deficits 


On Tax Sales Would Bring Rate To 33 Mills, 


Untess something unforseen happens 
Edmonton's tax mill rate this year 
will bo 28 mills, or in close proximity 
to that figure 

Now that the assessment appeals 
have been decided it is possible to ar- 
rive at somo sort of estimate of the 
rate, for taking into consideration the 
Teductions made, the total assessment 
this year will be just about §$100,- 
000,000, 

Next week the commissioners will 
commence the revised estimates 
for the year*but in estimating the 28 
mills allowance has been made for any 
cuts likely to be made ,uniess it may 
be that whole departments are swept 
away. 

As to Special Taxes 

No calculation has, however, been 
made for any special taxes iikely to be 
imposed, but the business tax has to 
6° to ‘tthe citizens for approval before 
anything can be imposed by such a 
method, This leaves the increasing 
of licenses as a source or a poll-tax, 
but liconses have been mainly collected 
for the year, and it does not seem 
likely that special taxes will yield 
much revenue this year. 

Again, it was proposed that pro- 
vision should be made by an extra 
levy of $500,000 this year to set aside 
a@ reserve to cover deficits on tax sales. 
and thus guarantee the tax arrear 
debenture hoiders their money. This 
$500,000 special levy has not been tak- 
en into account in making the calcula- 
tions, as {t may not bo imposed this 


year. 

To put on’this $500,000 would 
drive the mill rate up to about 33 
mills, unless there was some set-off 
in money being raised by special taxes. 

An October Tax Sulc 

City Comptroller Mitchell, who with 
Assessor Walker is now busy making 
these calculations, calls attention tu 
the need for the current year's taxes 
to be realized as largely as possible 
and the efforts which some cities are 
making in order to secure this object. 
He draws attention to the scheme put 
forward by Mayor Todd, of Victoria, 
as something which might be adapted 
to Edmonton's needs, 

Mayor Todd has presented a plan 
to his council by which he proposes to 
hold a tax sale in October of all prop- 
erties in arrear of taxes before and 
up to the end of 1913 and a tax sale 
annually thereafter. In the meantime 
delinquent taxpayers may enter into 
an alleviating agreement with the city 
whereby having paid all taxes from 
June 30, 1917 and each year there- 
after, they will be allowed to pay up 
arrears due before June 30, 1917. 
Penalties are imposed for failure to 
live up to the agreement culminating 
(tig transfer of the property to the 
city. 

Comptroller Mitchell says that the 
hey for paying up arrears need not 

6 as long as 10 years, and also the 
agreement could include the provision 
of a certain percentage of arrears be- 
ing paid annually. The point of the 
acheme is that it helps to secure the 
payment of current taxes. 


The Vancouver Plan 

At Vancouver the finance committee 
of the council has authorized the soli- 
citor to prepare a new trades license 
bylaw, embouying recent amendments 
and providing for licenses to be taken 
out by bunkers, real estate agents and 
others doing business in the muniel- 
pality not at present included in the 
bylaw, The solicitor was also re- 
quested to prepare an amondment to 
the road tax bylaw, to bring into ac- 
com! with tho recent municipal act, 
which provides that the persons, male 
or female, between the ages of 21 and 
60, who resido in the municipality for 
two weeks, tray be catled upon to pay 
a@ $2 road tax. 

At Regina the council have decided 
to enforce the collection of a poll tax 
this year. “The total amount to be col- 
lected from each individual will be 
$5, of which $8 will go to tho ex- 
chequer and $2 to the Patriotic fund. 

Some Big Reductions 

The majority of the departments of 
the city have now presented their re- 
vvised estimates to the commissioners 
and considerable reductions are shown 
in some cases, 

The city comptroller shows a re- 
duction of $3,016.20, the original esti- 
mate being $11,890 and the revised 
$8,873.80. The appropriation for the 
city farm gives a reduction of $952.58, 
the original being $2,310 and the re- 
vvised estimate $1,357.42. For the 
civic garage the expenditure is mainly 
priced, although $215 has been Knock- 
ed off the original estimate of $3,695. 
The parks ask for $7,510, an addition 
of $4,185 on the original, due to taxes 
and insurance not having been includ- 
ed. The estimate for the exhibition 
grounds remains the same, $2,500 and 
$75,948 has been asked for grants, etc. 
Federal and miscellaneous calls for 
$109,528.63, but this includes $50,000 
for street lighting and $40,000 for 
water for mains. 

Other departmental estimates in- 
clude the city treasurer, which asks 
for $6,176, some $450 less than the 
original. The fire department wants 
$113,879.10 and $60,189.79 has already 
been expended this year, ‘The streets 
and scavenging department shows a 
reduction of some $12,000 on its orig- 
inal estimate of $121,260. The city 
clerk shows a reduction of $903, his 
original estimate being $5,560. There 
is a reduction of $1,000 in the market 
expenditure, which is comput@ at 
$5,295. The biilding inspector asks 
for $4,107, saying that he has already 
cut down expenditure to the lowest, 
The license and collection department 
give an estimated increase of revenue 
of $1,200 with the expenditure as be- 
fore. The health department knocks 
$1,385 off its original of $17,530 and 
there is a decrease in the stores and 
works estimate, it being $3,500 agafnst 
the original of $4,150. 

It is stated that the stores and works 
has sold this year $10,000 of dead and 
surplus stock at prices more than paid 
for it originally.

LONGER OPEN 
SEASON FOR 
LAKE FISHING 


Meeting At East End Park Also 
Protests Against Extension 
Gas Franchise. 


At'a meeting held yesterday after- 
noon in the East End park, resolutions 
were passed asking for removal of 
the regulations which restrict fishing 
in the lakes and protesting against 
the extension of the franchise of the 
Northern Alberta Development Co. 
for the connecting up of the city with 
the natural gas fields at Viking, 

Mshing Restrictions, 

The resolution relating to 
states; 

“Whereas, in the interests of game 
preservation certain fish regulations 
applicable to older and more settled 
communities, and drawn to govern 
lakes only a small portion of which 
are fish breeding or feeding grounds, 
and these regulations have been en- 
acted into law, and are now made ap- 
plicable, without change or alteration, 
to Alberta's inland lakes under alto- 
gether different conditions. Ana 
whereas, the enforcement of these 
regulations have now stopped fishing 
and fish production for food during 
the war, in spite of the fact that the 
same is unnecessary In Alberta, owing 
to the large number of lakes from 
which no fish at all have yet been ta- 
ken; and whereas, further, the de- 
eco of the fish supply in Alberta 
akes is prevented by the style of nets 
used under the law, which allow all 
white fish under two years of age to 
escapo without being caught; and 
whereas, under existing conditions an 
almost unlimited supply of white fish 
can be sold in Alberta cities for 10 
cents per pound, while meat for which 
fish is a complete substitute, at times, 
is almost beyond the reach of people 
with limited means, beef being from 
2 to 3 cents a lb. and other meats 
higher, up to 55 cents per Ib. for 
bacon; and whereas, every pound of 
fish used will release some meat for 
uses elsewhere in Canada, or for ex- 
port to the troops at the front; and 
whereas, the encouragement of the 
production of fish as food at this time 
is as necessary as any other form of 
increased food production, and the 
same will also help materially in re- 
ducing the cost of living. 

Now, therefore, this meeting of citi- 
zens of Edmonton hereby direct that 
the food controller of Canada have his 
attention drawn to the facts set fort& 
In this resolution, supplemented by 
the opinion of this meeting that the 
stringent provisions of the fish regula- 
tions which prevent fishing in the In- 
land lakes of Alberta at this time, be 
superseded or suspended until euch 
time as the price of meat adjusts itself 
cr until the war is over and such mat- 
ters as food and price again become 
normal, And that the chariman of 
his meeting send a copy of this resolu- 
tion at once by telegraph. 

The resotutton in regard to the ex- 
tension of the franchise states 

“Whereas, prior to the granting of 
the said franchise to the said com- 
pany -he city council insisted on as- 
surance being given that not only that 
the Pelican and Viking companies of 
local citizens would be recompensed 
for their development and prospect- 
ing work for natural gas In the vi- 
cinity of ‘Edmonton, but also that this 
company could obtain the pipes neces- 
sary and the funds to carry out the 
undertaking in spite of the great 
war, and these assurances were all 
given in the affirmative; and 

“Whereas, at Viking, within 100 
miles of Edmonton, over 30,000,000 
feet of gas have ‘been’ uncovered, 
which is 10,000,000 more than was 
stipulated as being necessary for the 
purpose of the franchise; and 

“Whereas, unless the company are 
compelled to carry out their solemn 
obligation this gas will remain un- 
used, and the city of Edmonton will 
be compelled to use coal for ‘heating 
indefinitely; and 

“Whereas, the installation of the 
plant necessary to, deliver this gas to 
Edmonton for use would provide a 
large amount of welcome labor to 
residents of Edmonton and vicinity 
at this time, and the use of this nat- 
ural gas for ‘heating would release 
thousands of tons of coal for use 
elsewhere during the war and at a 
time when a coal famine is threatened 
in the west; and 

“Whereas, the delivery of this pipe 
would be a good war move and as 
necessary as many other war prepar- 
ations in view’ of the shortage of coal; 
and 

“Whereas, the said pipe can be pro- 
cured, although at a slightly increased 
cost over two years ago, which would 
not have been the case if the com- 
pany had completed their arrange- 
ments for the said pipe at that time,

IN FAR NORTH 


Rev. A, J. Vale Gives Interesting | Re 


Address At All Saints’ 
Church. 


Rev. A. J. Vale, principal of the 
Anglican school at Hay River, in the 
Mackenzie River diocese, preaching 
at All Saints’ church Sunday morn- 
ing, gave an interesting account of 
his work among the Eskimos and In- 
dians in that remote field, 

Hay River, he said, was, roughly 
speaking, 1,000 miles north of Ed- 
monton, The diocesan schoo! was at- 
tended by pupils who came from as 
far north as Bathurst Inlet, on the 
Arctic ocean, in the north, and Fort 
Chipewyan, on Lake Athabasca, in 
the south. The diocese contains ap- 
proximately 600,000 square miles and 
is inhabited chiefly by Indians and 
Eskimos and the children who attend 
the school are the children of Chris- 
tlan natives. At the present time there 
are 35 children in the school, four of 
them Eskimos and the remainder In- 
dians,

Without an opposing voice, the 
Liberal delegates at Winnipeg 
carried a_ resolution demanding 
the enforcement of Dominion-wide 
prohibition as a war measure, The 
publie at large would carry the 
same resolution without enough 
dissenting voices to signify if they 
were given the chance. The iner- 
tia of our self-elected Parliament 
is all that shelters the booze busi- 
ness in Canada today. 


For three years the Dominion 
Government has been urging the 
farmers to break up more land and 
produce all they possibly could to 
feed the armies and people of the 
Allied countries and to off-set the 
fearful destruction of wealth that 
is going on at the battle fronts. 
This it’ Was the Government’s 
plain duty to do, and every credit 
is due the Ministers for having 
discharged it. In furtherance of 
that policy of increasing produc- 
tion it is the Government’s duty 
to complete the railway lines to St, 
Paul de Metis and to Whitecourt, 


in which the Government is a 
partner with Mackenzie and 
Mann, These lines would both 


traverse settled and fertile coun- 
try; and had they been built three 
years ago would have caused an 
increase of production that has 
not otherwise been possible. There 
is little use in urging people to do 
the impossible, and urging a far- 
mer to produce when he is so far 
from a railway that he cannot 
farm to advantage is practically 
advising him to do what cannot be 
done. 


Sir Thomas White explains that 
tax on payment of the income tax 
because he found that capital was 
not flowing into Canada for in- 
vestment. It is possible that Sir 
Thomas could: have found a less 


convincing reason to offer, but it: 


is not likely. That capital is not 
flowing into Canada for invest- 
ment now is quite likely true, and 
equally as likely to be true while 
the war lasts, If Sir Thomas had 
expectations to the contrary where 
did he expect the capital to flow 
from? Does Sir Thomas know of 
any large investing nation that is 
not now pooling its resources to 
buy ammunition?

And does 
the idea not suggest itself to him 
that a tax on income would 
quite as great a barrier to invest- 
ment as a tax on business profits? 
Undoubtedly so well informed a 
man as Sir Thomas knows the 
folly of his alleged disappointment 
at the stoppage of the inflow of 
capital, There are other uses 
for the world’s capital today than 
investing it in Canada, Sad truth 
that it is, it is more important 
even for Canada and that capital 
he blown from guns in Europe 
than that it be put into productive 
uses in Canada, Sir Thomas’ ex- 
cuse is too foolish to delude any- 
body. He might better face the

EDITORIAL 


Tuesday is the last day on which 
to apply to have names added to 
the voters’ list for the municipal 
clections. 

Most people would be glad 
cnough to take the food control- 
ler’s advice and eat more fruit if 
the Government would take off the 
duty and the excess profits and 
give them a chance. 


The report that dealers are al- 
ready arranging to corner the po- 
tato crop may originate rather in 
apprehension than in definte 
knowledge of the fact. In any 
event that is the sort of thing the 
food controller should took out for 
and prevent. 


The Dominion Government has 
hired an assistant to the fuel con- 
troller at a salary of $25,000 per 
year. Of course, if the situation is 
desperate and if he is the right 
man for the job, he will be cheap 
But if that is the 
situation the sane course would 
seem to be to fire the controller, 
and some more of the figureheads, 
and let the assistant eQntroller run 
the business. It is suspectable that 
there are too many men ‘‘high- 
er up” for an efficient assistant 
controller to produce results, if 
the situation is serious enough to 
call for a man worth $25,000 per 
year. At the head of the whole 
works we have the Minister of 
Labor. He has been on the job 
from the first, with a dozen or 
more colleagues to co-operate with 
him, all the experts and depart- 
mental assistants he saw fit’ to 
hire, and all the regulative powers 
he chose to ask for. It became ap- 
parent a good while ago that noth- 
ing was to be expected from that 
quarter, so a Director of National 
Service was appointed to take 
some of the responsibility off the 
minister’s shoulders. Of all things 
Mr. Bennett and his staff of ex- 
pert card-shufflers were going to 
do a year ago, first and foremost 
they were to ‘‘keep the home- 
fires burning.’' The fuel supply of 
the country was to be kept up to 
the mark, if Mr. Bennett had to 
conscript’ men for the coal mines. 
But it was not kept up. The moun- 
tain mines in this and the neigh- 
boring Province were tied up by 
a strike for months, while Ontario 
shivered and shouted for coal all 
winter; and the strike was not 
settled until still another party 
was called in, antl on what terms 
nobody knows yet. When Mr. 
Bennett had demonstrated that he 
couldn’t do anything but talk, a 
special fuel controller or commis- 
sioner was appointed, and the re- 
sponsibility shifted again. Mr. 
Magrath has been on the job for 
two or thre months, with nothing 
to show for it but some more 
threats. Now the responsibility is 
again shifted—to the shoulders of 
a venturesome ‘‘Yankee’’—at the 
cost of $25,000 per year, with the 


i title of assistant fuel controller. 


The job may have finally landed 
on a man who can control if he 
were given a chance. But that he 
will have any fair chance, with all 
these greater and lesser authori- 
ties ranged above him, each with 
his varying influences and inter- 
ests to be squared, does not seem 
probable, It takes a good man to 
make a success of a business under 
one boss who doesn’t know any- 
thing about it but who won’t keep 
off the premises, The one who can 
do it under three bosses of the 
kind is a wonder. For the house- 
holder the,moral is—emphatically 
—get the bin filled early.
